The bill 
will materially he)p the republican party, giving 
republican saloon keepers in the city the protec- 
tion to which they are entitled, and will prevent 
the use of the department against us politically. 

SHERIDAN SHOOK. 
The man who found the dispatch was evi- 
dently amugwump, for instead of sending 
it to its owner, he put it into a stamp- 
| elope and sent it to E. I.Godkin, of the 
' Evening Post. That apostle of mugwampery 
printed it without consulting Mm Reid. and 
ever since that time the anti-Blaine journals, 
have been ringing the changes on it.

He has ideas of his own and fre- 
quently impresses them upon the party organ- 
ivation without reference to the planus of pata- 
tive leaders. In- waking political deals he 
equals Thurlow Weed. He makes no mistake 
in bis men, and he is never cheated. He has 
held office twice, orfte as supervisor, and 
again 2s colicctor of internal reyenuesin the 
richest districtin the United States. From 
this be was ousted through the machinations 
of Joshua F. Bailey, a pharasaical reformer, 
who succeeded him. Withina year afterward 
Bailey ‘fied to Brazil, a defaulter to the extent 
of nearly $500,000° This was under Grantis 
administration.. Shook has a long memory, 
and he never forgets bis friends, He turned 
up in Chicago in 1-80 dead against the third- 
‘term men, and the defeat of Grant was partly 
due to his effort. al

FIGHTING BEER IN NEW YORK. 


Mayor Grace Engaged inthe Work of Re- 
form, 

New York, July 10.—[Special.J—A revolu- 
tionary warfare has been waged all the week 
on the wide range of amusements that has 
from time immemorial been saturated with 
beer. Theleader ofthe onslaught is Mayor 
William R. Grace, and he can be victorious if 
he really means tobe, T Pals 
has just decided that no pi 1m this city in 
which performances are given for the diver- 
sion of the inmates can be permitted to keep 
open without alicense signed by the mayor. 
The ruling states distinctly that the 
act covers all athletic sports, 
every form of music, and everything, in 
short, that can be done to amuse an assem- 
blage. Moreover, it rests solely and finally 
with the mayor to gaant or refuse a license, 
with or without reason, as he may see fit, 
Another and important point is that the ex- 
cise law prohibits the sale of intoxicants in 
the resorts thus defined. Mr. Grace has or- 
dered the police to carry out his instructions, 
which is that no such entertainments shall be 
given unless licensed, and that in no case shall 
even the mildest form of beer besold. The 
captains of precincts are nightly making ar- 
rests, 

The scope of this thing is vast. Every con- 
cert garden in which intoxicants are sold will 
have to be closed, from the fashionable casino 
and Central park to the vilest Chatham street 
cellar dive. Sparring and wrestling matches 
in saloons cannot take place. The useof so 
much as a piano in a musical way, or the bal- 
ancing of a dumbbell for exercise, if done to 
amuse a gathering, is prohibited in a room 
where drinking is alsodone. It is calculated 
that not less than fourteen hundred éoiivercis 
would be closed. 

Of course, it is géuerally believed that 
Mayor Grace b<3 nointention of enforcing so 
greatarcfurm. Thetheory is that he is 
meéréiy going to grasp a larger political power 
thau any one manever held in New York 
before. Hitherto, thepolice board and the 
excise board, along withthe police justices, 
have divided the benefits accruing from the 
uon enforcement of the liquor laws. Every 
saloon keeper had toput himself under the 
protection of some district polit- 
ical Jeader, who demandedin return strict 
fealty to his faction at election times. As 
there are ten thousand licensed bars, tiis 
army of political workers is powerful. In case 
eny rumsciler undertook to be independent, 
be socn found himself under arrest for doing 
business in forbidden hours. Each party had 
its representative in the police and excise 
boards, and it was their duty tosce that their 
rospesctive divisions of the alcoholic army 
were protected. This related to what are de- 
nominated respectable saloo The vicious 
places had to pay heayily in _ cash 
tribute, ostensibly for campaign fands, but 
largely for something much more like black- 
mail. Thus the control of the whole liquor 
interest was split up among many officehold- 
ers. Butunderthe supreme court decision 
Mayor Grace can absorb itall. He wishes to 
be re-elected next fall. The legislature can- 
not in the meantime modify the laws, and he 
can therefore sweep himself into a third term 
easily. That is the accepted idea, In the 
meantime, the beer resorts of every description 
are awfully perturbed, and a readjustment of 
matteis is anxiously awaited, 


CAMPBELL AND DION. 


The Condition of Two Well Known Person- 
ages Now in Bloomingdale. 

NEW YorK, July 10.—[Special.]—A party 
of friends of the demented billiardist, Joseph 
Dion, went to the Bloomingdale asylum to see 
him. They found him in the billiard room of 
that institution, at play with Bartley Camp- 
bell, the insane dramatist. These two patients 
are doomed to die of progressive softening of 
the brain, and alike their chief symptom, 
physically, is paresis, or an inability to 
control their motions. For in- 
stance, neither can now legibly 
write his name. Thus hindered, their billiard 
play was necessarily erratic. A match was 
proposed and the irrational contestants at once 
began. Each was perfectly confident, and 
their wild talk, often branching off to utterly 
foreign subjects, was a steady accompaniment 
of their shots. In health, Campbell had been 
a reasonably good player; but now his efforts 
were more awkward and futile than those of 
a beginner.

If 
he delayed at all in deciding what caroms 
to underteke, his mind lost all continuity 
of thought, and he used his ene in a dazed, 
ridiculous manner, The same peculiarity 
was observable in his lack of complete con- 
trol of nerves and muscles. If he made a 
shot quickly it was apt to be sure and steady; 
but a delay resulted in utter confusion and 
failure. All through the strange game Dion 
maintained the most dignified demeanor, and 
was seemingly unaware that his play was not 
as gcod as ever. He fancied part of the time 
that Campbell was some noted billiardist, now 
Vignauga, again Daly, and so on through the 
whole list of champions; and once he declared 
that the match was for the possession of the 
asylum, which he believed to bea royal palace 
in Spain.

§ WASHINGTON, July 10,—[Special.]--Senator 
Riddleberger created a sensation today by 
sailing into Senators Edmunds and Ingalls. 
The occasion of his attack was found in some 
remarks he was making in favor of abolishing 
the secret sessions of the senate. He charged 
that Mr. Edmunds had declared in open 803- 
gion that he had letters to prove that a trade 
had been made between Solicitor General 
Goode and certain republican officials who had 
agrecd to use their influence to secure Mr. 
Goode’s confirmation, and after making this 
declaration had failed to produce these alleged 
letters in secret session. Mr, Riddleberger 
eaid the executive sessions are constantly 
need as shields to such hypocrisy. 

Mr. Irgalls putin his oar and accused the 
Virginia Free Lance of talking of executive 
secrets. Mr. Riddleberger turned en him in 
a bluff way and ordered him to take his seat. 
This off-hand reply was a sort of knock down 
tothe cynical Kansan, whose weapons in de- 
bate are the most refined sarcasm and the 
meanest inuendo. 

It transpires that in the executive session 
yesterday Mr. Edmunds made some allusion 
to the alleged letters from Mr. Goode to the 
republicans and that Mr. Riddleberger said: 

“You bave hinted at that before. I don’t 
believe you have any such letters. You can- 
not substantiate the statement you have just 
made, and you knew you could not when you 
made it.”

THE PENSION BILLS. 


The Senate Committee Report Twenty-three 
Pension Bills. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—In thesenate, Mr. 
Blair, from the committee on pensions, sub- 
mitted a report on twenty-three pension bills 
vetoed by the president, and recommending 
that the bills be passed, notwithstanding the 
president’s objections. In reply to a question 
by Mr. Kenna, Mr. Blair stated thatthe veto 
messages had been (by an order ofthe com- 
mittce, referred to members who had origi- 
wally reported the bills. In accordance with 
that order, he made this report. 

Mr. Camden read a paper signed by himself, 
Messrs. Colquitt, Wilson, of Maryland, and 
Whitthorne, (democratic members of the cem- 
mittee on pensions,) denying any knowledge 
of Mr. Bair’s report or of the order referred to. 
The report did not present the views of the 
commiitce on these vetoed bills but only the 
views of Henry W. Blair. The reasons as- 
signed hy the president in vetoing each of 
these bills separately, did notcall for gross cri- 
ticism cor for the censure of the senate. 

Mr. Biair asked Mr. Camden whether any 
of the senators who had signed that paper had 
examined any of the bills before or after the 
veto, and he answered the question himself 
by aeserting that they had not. 

Mr. Kenna moved that report the views of 
the minority and all papers be recommitted to 
the committee on pensions for consideration 
by that committee, 

Mr. Tiller sustained the motion and said 
that the action of the committee in the matter 
was cestainly irregular. The Vetoes of the 
president were entitled to the judgment of the 
entire committee or of aqguorum. If no quo- 
rum could be obtained to attend to the matter, 
the responsibility should rest with the com- 
mittee, 

Mr. Blair consented to recommit and the 
matter was accordingly recommitted, Mr. Blair 
giving notice that he would call it up next 
Tuesday morning. 

The senate resumed the calendar. 

Mr. Kiddleberger’s resolution offered on 
April 12th, in relation to the consideraiion of 
executive business in open session, was objec- 
ded to and wentover. He is making a passion- 
ate protest ageinst that courseand appealing 
against the decision of the chair. 

After Mr. Riddleberger concluded his re- 
marks he withdrew his‘appeal from the decision 
of the cheir and his resolution went over. 
The river and harbor bill was taken up and

Debate on this amendment was long and 
characterized by sharp interchanges between 
Mesers Miller and Ingalls and Logan and In- 
galls., Platt, Teller, Palmer, Chacs and others 
took part in the debate.

Were the chief advocates of the amendment,

THE GBNERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 


The House Passes it, After Striking Out An 
Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—After the prelimi- 
nary morning business, the house resumed 
consideration of the’ geveral deficiency _ bill, 
rated eae iy — ng an amendment re- 
unding to certain railroad companies tax 
illegally collected. a zi 


The amendment was rejected—yeas 104, 
nays 108, 

The bill having been ordered engrossed and 
read the third time,Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, 
whohas charge of tho measure, said that it 
had been so amended in committee of the 
—_ that it was impossible for him to vote 
for it. 

Mr, Reagan, of Texas, then took the floor 
to emphasize bis opposition tothe amendment 
adopted yesterday granting a month’s extra 
pay to house and senate employes. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, protested 
against giving gratuities to employes of the 
house. It was wrong in them toaskit. It 
was worse in congress to give it. 

The bill was finally recommitted with in- 
structions to the committee on appropriations 
to report it back without the clause granting 
an extra month’s pay tothe house and senate 
employes. The vote on recommittal was 150 
to 67. 

Mr. Morrison reported back adversely from 
the committee on ways and means the Randall 
tariff bill and it was referred to the committee 
of the whole. 

Representative Morrison’s report on theRan- 
dall bill says: 

The bill proposes to remove all internal taxes on 
tobacco, snuff ard cigars amounting onthe basisor 
last years receipts to $28,000,000;on apple, peach and 
grape brandy to $1,400,000; on spirits for use in the 
art«,variously estimated at from $7,000,000 to $15,000, - 
C00, and believed to be at least $10,000,000, making 
in the aggregate of internal revenue taxes to be re- 
n oved $39,400,000 In the appendix of estimates 
submitted with the billas a partof it, the reduc- 
tion of reverue from customs on tariff taxes to be 
affected by it is estimated at $8,570,576 making the 
ag pees of proposed reductions 948,000,000. 

he bill to so reduce excessive revenues and the 
statement that there were no excessive revenues 
to be reduced, were submitted to the house by the 
fame memberinthe same half month. If the 
statement that the revenues will not exceed the 
appropriations and estimate with the bill including 
loss of receipts from brandy and from spirits for 
use in arts, may be credited, the enactment of this 
billintoa law will leave the government $18,- 
0C0.000 short of the sum necessary to the adminis- 
tration of the government and the requirements of 
the public debt authorized by law, including 
debts incurred by the payment of pensions 
already allowed, the validity of which we 
dare not question, andthe payment of which is 
enjoined upon us in the oath we have taken to 
support the constitution. Your committee, un- 
willing to credita peeeeee so lacking in patriotism, 
so forgetful of the public faith, must believe these 
and other provisions ofthe bill to be the result of 
a fiscal distemper hindering a just comprehension 
end intelligent treatment of the subject. In view 
of its effect and purpose, so far as it has the pur- 
pose of affecting the revenue’of the government, 
ihe bill migbt well be left to that neglect which, 
no doubt, it was expected to receive. But in the 
hope that even so unwise @ measure may open the 
way for the mejority to redeem its 
pledges by the removal and reduction of 
unnecessary, and therefore unjust, taxes your 
committee report the bill back with the recom- 
mencation thatitdonot pass. The bill changes 
the duty or rate of tax on articles yielding less 
than one-tenth ($17,0°0,000) out of $181,000,000 re- 
ceived from customs in 1885. It increases those 
which yielded $11,600,600 and decreases or removes 
those which yield $5,000,000 on the basis of imports 
for 1885. Itdoes not reduce the reyeuue from cus- 
toms $8.570,576 at all, but does increase it $5.500,000. 
Besices the articles added to the free list, the duty 
or import tax is reduced on castor beans, castor oil, 
starch, iron and steel rails. beams 
girde:’s lead, and other articles yielding $3,309,- 
(00 of revenue, andthe revenue is estima:ed in 
the bill to fall off in proportion to the reduced 
rate cf taxation recommended. The tax on all 
clothirg, whether of silk, linen, cotton or wool, 
and other woolen goods; of tin plates, cotton ties 
and other articles yielding, as already stated, 
£11,.€00 is increased, andthe revenue is estimated 
to fa}l off in still greater proportion than on arti- 
cles upon which the rate of tax is reduced. Ap- 
parentiy the bill was presented in the belief that 
a necessity existed for a reduction, not of taxes, 
but of revenues, and that the desired end is 
reached, both through higher and lower taxes. 
The estimates with the bill are made on this ar- 
bitrary assumption, and are entitled to no respect 
whatever. 

The report then proceeds to consider the 
Randall bill in detail and says: 

The estimated and intended effect of the bill are 
believed to make plain methods by which taxation, 
on the basis of imports and revenue receipts in 
1885, would yeild $14,000,000 of revenue, and be 
made to divert that sum from public purposes to 
“ey gain. The introduction ofthis bill would 


considered the first avowed attempt 
in our legislative history to 
empty the treasury for the use of the taxing 
power, If this measure may be Sup- 
posed to have any purpose relating 
to the system of finance, it points to direct 


taxation when internal revenuetaxes are takenoff 
and custom house tages are laid on so high that 
the people get the burden, the monopolists the 
bexefit and the treasury nothing. A new process 
of supply will be inevitable, and the measure is 
pot supposed to foreshadow any such system or to 
do more than indicate the mind unlearned in 
methods and unmindful of results, 

In treating of the proposed reduction: and 
removal of internal revenue taxes, Mr. Morri- 
eon savs they are most lightly borne and can- 
pot be relinguished in the face of four bill- 
ions of war debts yet unpaid. The report 
then saye: 

This we do know—that of 28,000,000 people who 
co something: some work or are engaged in mane 
ful pursvits—18,000,000 of these earn on an average 
not much more than $300 a year, which is neces- 
sarily consumed inthe means of snbsistence; and 
now we are overtaken by, and are in the midst 
of, an in@ustrial paralysis. A million of 
workmen are idle for want of work to do, and 
capital, instill greater proportion than unem- 
ployed labor, lies dead and unproductive. Our 
hijisand mountains arefull of mineral wealth. 
Millions of acres of productive lands wait for the 


plow. Homes for homeless millions are to be had 
forthetaking. Favored with plentiful harvest, 
blessed with health, the only plague which 


efiiicts us is idleness, What we needis profitable 
employment. Thereis an apparent puny effort 
in the bill, through an ircrease of: taxation, to 
thut out goods from abroad that they may be made 


athome. Ifthiseffort was so successful as to 
prevent the importation of all manufactures, 
we would have direct taxation 


end three querters of a million of men yet unem- 
ployed. Their probable employment amounts to 
nearly the difference between what is popularly 
krown as good and hard times. The removal of 
the tobacco tax will furnish no new employment, 
Neither its smokenor its prices will turn a wheel, 
shaft orspindle. Wood, wool, hemp, salt, cheap 
food for toiling men, lie at the foundation of great 
and successful industries. To free these from 
taxes will cheapen the production without lower- 
ing the ney of labor, and ourjidle men may thus

Mr. Burnes, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported back the general deficiency 
bil), amended in accordance with instruc- 
tions. 

The amendment striking out the extra pay 
clause was agreed to~73 to 31. 

The bill was thon passed—yeas 163, nays 57. 

Mr. Morrison, from the committee on rules, 
reported the following resolution : 

Resolved, That Tuetday, 14th July. be set

Genator Mahone Averse to Retirement from Public 
Life- His Ambition .to Go to Congress—Con- 
Gteseman’s John Anderson's Gad Defeat— 
Bx-Governor Curtin the Nominee. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—[Special.]—Senator 
Mahone has no idea of retiring from public 
life at the expiration of his senatorial term, 
which happy event will occur on the 4th of 
March next.

Cameron never went to 
the extremes that Mahone adopted for politi- 
cal advantage and always managed to retain 
in a large degree the respect of the better ele- 
ments in the state. War to the knife has been 
declared between him and his old chief, Should 
Mahone make the race for congress himself 
Cameron will run against him as an independ. 
ent candidate with the support of the demo- 
crats and alarge element of the readjuster- 
republican party. Heis more than a match 
for Mabone on the stump and is too plucky to 
be bullied by the skinny litile boss. Since 
Cameron went out from the governor’s office 
his associations have been mainly with demo- 
cratz, Many of his old friends believe that he 
will come back into complete affiliation with 
tLe party cut of which his ambition for swifs 
pene led him a few years ago, Mahone 
oves Washington life. His inordinate vanity 
is gratified at the notoriety he has achieved 
bere. He is reluctant to leave the arena on 
which be has performed such queer antics and

He will find that transit a hard one 
to make. Hithertothe national patronage has 
been at his disposal and he has been largely 
aided by republican money, drawn from the 
noith on the assurance that he was converting 
Virginia into a reliably republican state. Both 
these sources of help are now closed to him, 
He has no offices to distribute, and the crush- 
ing defeat of his henchman, John Wise, by 
Fitzhugh Lee has demonstrated how idle were 
his boasts of mantaining the power which cir- 
cumstance and accident threw into his hands. 
Mahone cannot hope to be a considerable po- 
litical factor in Virginia hereafter outside of 
his own congressional district, and even 
there his enemies are whetting their toma- 
hawks to take his scalp the first time he pops 
up his ugly little head. 
A DEMAGOGUE’S DEFEAT, 

The demagogue is often short sighted. 
Honesty is the best policy in politics as in 
other affairs. The attitude of Congressman 
John A. Anderson, of Kansas, on the tariff has 
been very amusing for several years past. 
Anderson thought he had detected a decided 
tendency toward low tariff among his con- 
stituents. He desired to accommodate himself 
to this sentiment, and at the same time to 
preserve his standing with his party in Wash- 
ington in its battles for protection.

Report of the New Orleans Exchange Upon 
| Its Condition. 
New OR_eans, July 10.—The national cot- 
» ton exchange crop report for the month fof 
June, compiled by C.H. Parker, secretary, 
which has just been issued, says: 
_ The meteorological record of June, over the 
cotton belt is in striking contrast with that of 
thecorrespondirg périod of last year. The 
conditions have been abnormal over pretty 
nearly all the area east ofthe Mississippi. 
Within these limits, embracing about two- 
thirds of the entire average under cotton, the 
rainfall has been excessive, the temperature 
unfavorable and farm work has been retarded 
and over extensive districts almost entirely 
suspended for all practical purposes, causing 
the grass to grow luxuiiantly and rendering 
necestary the abandonment of some lands in 
these states, embracing the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi. The bottom lands 
ce raed have suffered severely and fertile 
lack lands have lost much ofthe prospect 
they had. Over most of these states the edrly 
ring was cold anda bad start was made, 
ay conditions were not good, and June has 
again lowered themi a little and rendered the 
cutcome morecritical, Still over this area, 
embracing, as it does, so large a per centage of 
upland, with favorable conditions in July, 
and subseqnently, that is seasonable showars, 
allowing farm work in cleaning out grass and 
ebeence of hot dry weather to bake the satar- 
ated soil and scorch{plants which have ban 
rendered unhealthy by extreme moisture,

there oa room for improvement, 
It is to b noted that insect 
tavages, usually accompanying these 


meteorological conditions, have been slight 
and stands which were very good to start oa, 
have not been impaired onthat account. Over 
all this district, the crop is late,and therefore, 
exposed to the vicissitudes of the fall season. 
In the northern portion of the belt, however, 
Tenneesee had a good start, and has held her 
own pretty well, and North Carolina is bet- 
ter than the coast district below her. Going 
west ofthe Mississippi, the situation is re- 
served.

The favorabie weath- 
er in July with the prothpt . de- 
struction of weeds may advance the 
condition, but furthe: rains or long continued 
Grouth would work serious injury to the crop. 
While a fair product may yet be possible east of 
the Mississippi, the condition of that portion of 
the crop may be considered somewhat critical.

Some 
parts of Texas have been dry, but the abundant 
recent rains will suffice for good crops in eastern 
and central counties. Arkansas shows a high con 
dition, but Tennessee reports injury from low tem 
perature and excessive rain. The great corn bel 
ofthe west reports medium to high condition, 
growing better from Ohio to Kan: 
sas. Missouri valley averages better than the 
Ohio river and lake region, Thereisafull stand 
in Missouri, a vigorous and even growth, and ten 
days earlier than last year. Kansas returns are 
equally favorable. Insectinjuries have nowtere 
been serious. The clinch bugis now threateuing 
some localities in the west.

THE ELECTION RETURNS CAUSE 
SOME SURPRISE. 


Lord Trevelyan Defeated by a Giladstonian—Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt Says Home Rale of 
Some Gort Will be Granted to Ireland— 
News from Al) Parte of Burops. 


Loxpor, July 10.--Right Hon. George Otto 
Trevelyan, who, with Chamberlain, resigned 
from the cabinet to oppose Gladstone's Irish 
policy, has been defeated as unionist candidate 
in Hawick for parliament. In the last election 
Trevelyan was returned as a liberal from 
Hawick without opposition, This year John 
Dillon stumped the district sgainst him, de- 
nouncing him for his opposition to the pre- 
mier’s policy toward Ireland and pointing out 
the unreasonableness of Trevelyan’s attitude 
in view of the fact that he had been chief 
secretary for Ireland and by actual observa- 
tion knew the merits of the issue, The result 
being that out of a total of 5,016 votes polled 
in Hawick burghs, A. L. Brown, the Glad- 
stonian candidate, received a majority of 30 
obtaining 2,523 to 2,493, secured by Trevelyan. 
The announcement of the result has produced 


a seneation throughout the country. 
The liberals are 4 =6now .o—sé=prredicting 
that Lord Hartington will also be 


defeated by the Gladstone candidate in Ros- 
sendale, Lancashire. The election takes place 
next Monday. In the last election Tord 
Hartington was returned as a liberal by a ma- 

jority of 1,832 in a total poll of 10,288, His 
opposition to the government’s Irish policy in- 
duced the li toask Michael Davitt to 

contest Rossendale. Davitt hesitated, and 
finally declined, assuming that Lord : 

ton’s attitude was purely patriotic and disia- 
terested. Subsequently the liberals and Par- 
neliltes found reason to suspect that Lord 
Hartington’s opposition to the premier had an 
ulterior purpose, and at the last moment they 

determined to contest the district, Lord 

Hartington’s opponents do not, however,make 
public their reasons for believing they will be 
able to give him the fate of Trevelyan. 
The tories and unionists combined 
have beaten Timothy Healy, Parnellite, in 
south London, Thomas Lea, unionist can- 
didate receiving 4,739 votes to Healy's 4,629. 
The entire poll was 6,366 votes, a falling off of 
515 from the last election. Mr. Healy, how- 
evcr, increased his vote 860 over that he polled 
last year, but the liberals and tories combined 
on Lea, unionist, instead of dividing on tory 
and liberal as last year. 

The tories have defeated the unionist can- 
didates in the south, where J. Theobald, tory, 
is 6. elected ~=Siover J. Westlake, radical 
unionist. In Penrith, of Middle Cumberland, 
where J. W. Lether, conservative, has defeated 
Sir Wilfred Lawson by a majority of 600; and

Hon. Pat Walsh's Protest. 

THE CONSTITUTION has no desire to pro- 
long the discussion of the late state cam- 
paign and its issues. The democratic voters 
of this state have put these matters beyond 
the necessity of discussion. They have set- 
tled them definitely at the ballot box. The 
Hon. Patrick Walsh, however, in the Au- 
gusta Chronicle, insists in a vague and mys- 
terious way on continuing the discussion.

No sane man can 
doubt that he is the overwhelming choice of 
the democratic voters of this state. He is 
therefore entitled to all the courtesy that a 
democratic convention ever givea te a demo- 
cratic candidate. Mr. Walsh insist, now- 
ever, that he shall not have this. 

It is not our busines: +0 inquire into Mr. 
“Waldn’s reseons for refusing to accord to Gen- 
eral Gordon what is given to every candidate 
who comes into the convention with a defi- 
nite and fairly declared majority; but there 
are reasons why we should like to know 
what his motives are. They must spring 
from reasons personal to General Gordon or 
his friends.

An Italian Sam Jones, 

Just now all Italy isin a fever of excite- 
ment over a new evangelist. The name of 
this remarkable man is Agostino Di Monte- 
feltro. He is spoken of as a second Savona- 
rola, and his converts number thousands. 

Recently Di Montefeltro conducted meet- 
ingsat Pisa. During his stay all ordinary 
business was suspended. The stores closed 
up and the professional men left their offices. 
At the universities all lectures were post- 
poned in order to allow the stndents to hear 
the great preacher. 

The congregations were immense, and in- 
cluded all classes of society. It was no un- 
common thing to see all the listeners in 
teare, but at times their enthusiasm led them 
to forget the sanctity of the church, and 
break out into demonstrations of applause. 
When he left Pisa 30,000 persons accompa- 
nied him to the depot to bid him farewell. 

It is safe to conclude that the Italian evan- 
gelist is a foreign edition ofSam Jones. Upon 
no other hypothesis can his phenomenal 
popularity be explained. When Di Monte- 
feltrotells his hearers that ‘‘it is the hit dog 
that always yelps,’’ he labors under the dis- 
advantage of having to say it in the world’s 
most musical language, and it cannot have 
the force that it has when it is plumped out in 
ourSam’s gritty Anglo-Saxon monosyllables. 
Still, he manages to getthere. Even in his 
iqguid opera bouffe tongue he doabtless finds 
melodious equivalents for the rasping words 
in which Mr. Jones heaps obloquy and scorn 
upon the miserable fellows who ‘“‘Ain’t fit- 
ten ter git fitten.’’ Despite the difficulties 
in the way, we are satisfied that this breezy 
apostle has transplanted the unique and vig- 
orous methods of our Georgia, preacher to 
his own classic land. It is a pleasure to 
think so. Every country needs an earnest 
and honest reformer, a man who is not afraid 
to utter unwelcome truths. Sach men should 
not be set down as ‘‘offensive partisans.’’ 
They bave a mission. 


An Example to be Followed. 

Joaquin Miller’s career is not to be com- 
mended toour young men asa model in all 
respects, but there is something admirable 
inthe man. In a short autobiographical 
sketch in Lippincott, Miller says: 

“And now, soon—this year, God willing—I shall 
stop writing, and, in a small way, take up the law 
again. Foraman who writes constantly cannot 
think much, and a man who does not think much 
ought not to have much tosay. There is a disposi- 
tion toselfishness and egotism in writing that is 
ruinous to all men. A man who makes aprofession 
of writirg poetry ought to die early; for if he lives 
long he will surely suffer deeply. Besides ali that, 
the fleld of legitimate poetry isso small that no 
man ought to try to make his bread, much less 
maintain others on it. 

And then, with the Bible, Shakspeare, and the 
Brownings,,the world is not greatly in needof 
more poetry; but it is greatlyin need of more 
fruit, more flowers, and more beautiful gardens.’’ 


It takes sincerity, strength anda noble 
purpose for a man to deliberately write and 
publish such thoughts. Why cannot other 
men be equally frank, honest and just? 
What the poet says of writing apriies with 
equal force to talking. The x<uan who talks 
copstantly cannot think much. Yet there 
are preachers, lecturers, politicians and a 
host of public speakers whose wishy-washy, 
ever-lasting flood of words, stops for nothing 
short of death. If some of these men would 
ask for a vacation, in order to doa little 
thinking, leave would be cheerfully granted. 

But writers and talkers are not the only 

people who go along in a perfunctory way. 
Men work without thinking. This thought- 
less, upreasonipg rush is the vice of the age. 
It is impossibleto critically examine our 
fashions, laws, literature and works of ma- 
terial progress without coming to the con- 
clusion that the men who are responsible for 
them all were in too greata hurry. They 
did not take time tothink. Now, it does 
not follow that our workers should quit 
work. The point is to couple thought with 
action. Itis not good for the one te be with- 
out the other.

Found in a Magazine. 

Southern readers of the July Century will 
turn first to Mr. Harry S. Edwards’s idyllic 
sketch entitled, ‘Two Runaways.’’ The 
sketch is not materially helped by the illus- 
trations, for each reader will prefer to place 
the characters for h meelf. The flavor of the 
story is delicious. One tastes again the 
stolen watermelon, and gets a whiff of the 
aroma of wild muscadines and roasting ears. 
The humor, too, is not only characteristic 
and true, but shows a serious and deliberate 
study of some of the picturesque aspects of 
slavery times. If we have never heard of 
suchahappening before, we know thai it 
ought to have bappened and that it must 
have happened. If it happened only in the 
author’s mind, that fact shows that he has 
alittle world of his own, of which we less 
fortunate mortals will be glad to have more 
substantia] glimpses now and then. We do 
not hesitate to place Mr. Edwards in the 
front rank of those who are preparing in one 
way a d another to illustrate the south in 
letters. He has whetted his pen on the 
grindstone of journalism, and we are led to 
expect great things of him. He has a deli- 
cate but firm touch and a vigorous style, and 
a gift of humorous delineation full of dra- 
matic suggestions. 

Another article in the Century which will 
attract the attention of southern readers is 
one on ‘Cross-Country Riding,’’ contributed 
by Theodore Roosevelt and Henry Cabot 
Lodge. ‘Cross-country riding,’’ it should 
be observed, is the eastern name for fox 
hunting, and a tremendous affair it mast be. 
In the south a drag hunt is left to the enjoy- 
ment of small boys and negroes. When 
there are puppies to be trained or older dogs 
to be exercised, then the drag hunt is in or- 
der. But in the neighborheod of Long Island 
and Boston a drag hunt is dignified with the 
pame of ‘‘croas-country ridipg,’’ and Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Lodge claim that it is quite a 
manly sport.

The averege amount of rainfa)l for the monath of 
June in the state is 9 32 inches, being 5.32 inches 
in excess of the average for June, as determined 
from past observations. 

There was an average of fourteen rainy days in 
north and middle Georgia, and at some places as 
meny astwenty.

From the Chicago Ledger. 

“During the winter of 1861-2 a continual 
warfare was kept up in Missouri with the guer- 
rilla bands. 

“They are the most terrible pests of a coun- 
try, even when anxious to defend it, and the 

erdinary guerrilla is a friend to noone but 
himself. 

“T was often out upon the chase, and several 
fierce skirmishes took place.’ A band of guerril- 
as had taken possession of the Missouri rail- 
road, and burned the bridges, tore up the rails, 
and brought about a desolation that half a 
dozen battles would not have caused. 

“I met with an adventure at this time which 
evidences the bloody and ruthless character of 
these outlaws.

The Kimball house wine, liquor and bdevor 
room, where the fluid can be had by the quart, 
was in fall blast yesterday from early morn- 
ing until midnight. 

The police did not interfere in any way with 
the proceedings. 

The war between the prohibitionists and the 
Kimball house proprietors of Fri@ay was the 
one theme discussed yesterday. On all sides 
the question was discussed. The friends of 
liquor gloried and de.ighted in what they 
called their victory, while the prohibitionists 
declared that the proceedings wat shameful, 
and that the courts had no right to interfere. 
Mr. Martin came in for mach abuse and mach 
praise The liquor men declared that 

HIS CONDUCT WA8 HIGH HANDED AND UNWAR- 
RANTED, 

and that he or the city would have to furnish 
music for same one to dance by. The prohis, 
on the contrary, said that Mr.? Martin had 
done exactly right, and that Atlanta would bo 
better off with more citizens like him, 
“Why,” said an enthusiastic prohi, “that 
man Martin, has made himself near and dear 
to every lover of order, law and good morals 
in the state, and his conduct yesterday will 
redewn to his honor and to the benefit of the 
town. He bas got plenty of backbone, and if 
the courts had just as much nerve as he had 
the Kimball house bar would be closed up 
now.’ 


ANOTHER OPINION. 
“Yes; you mean if the courts had as much 
gall as Martin’s got,” said an anti. “Why, 
that man had no more authority to direct 
Connolly to do what he did than I have.” 
“But he’s a member of the police commis- 
= A a said the prohi,‘‘and he did have the 
right.’ 
“Don’t care if he’s governor, he had no 
right tedoit. First place, the house had the 
right to sell liquor and beer by the qu—” 
“No they didn’t.” 
“But they did, and I tell y—” 
“I say they didn’t have any right to sell by 
the quart.” 
“But the courts havesaid they did by the 
injunction granted and as I was saying he had 
no right to interfere and direct Connolly. 
Then too he says that he was acting as a citi- 
zen and not as a police commissioner.” 

Such dialogues were heard all over the city 
yesterday and in many instances the disput- 
ants became warm enough to fight. 

THE CROWDS ON THE SIDEWALK, 

During the day the sidewalk in 
front of the two saloons was well 
filled with people but the crowd was not half 
so large as on the previous day. It was gen- 
erally on the move too. Inthe forenoon the 
crowd stoed around as though expecting an- 
other interference but as the day wore on and 
no interference came and the impression went 
about that none would occur the crowd began 
to diminish. 

HOW IT LOOKED YESTERDAY. 

The scenes aboutthe Kimball house and 
the Bonanza yesterday were muchthe same 
as those of Friday, except the police interfer- 
ence scene. Atthe usual hourin the morn- 
ing the doors were thrown open and a full 
quota of attendants were behind the bar. At 
the Kimballa dozen or two white pitchers 
were arranged in military platoons with a 


military regularity and precision upon the 
table in front of the beer kegs. 
Behind the pitchers the bright 


shining face of & bell boy and the smiling 
countenance of a bartender appeared. Both 
bad on white aprons and white jackets, aud 
as they stood silently and statuesque like 
awaiting an early caller, they gave no indica- 
tion of the warm times through which they 
had just passed. “About seven o’clock two gen- 
tlemen entered the place by opposite doors 
and met in front of the beer keg. 

“Morning,” said one, “Have you had your 
morning drink?’ 

‘Morning qpart, you mean.” answered the 
other. ‘‘it used to be morning drink, old boy, 
but its quart now.” 

“So itis. Haye you had your morning 
quart then?” 

‘‘No; just come for it,” 

‘Then s’pose we chipin andtakea quart 
together. I can’t drink a quari by myself.” 

“All right, here’s my dime,” was the answer, 
as he laid a dime on the table. 

IT DON’T Go. 

The other man dropped his dime beside it, 
and asked for a quart. 

“Can’t do it,” said the man behind the table. 

“Can’t do it?” said the two customers in a 
surprised tone. 

‘That’s what,” I said. 

“Why, ain’t you selling beer?” he asked. 

‘Yes, I’m selling beer, but not that way.” 

“What way?’ 

- “Why two of you chippin’ in and buyin’ a 
dime’s worth each. That’s ecort o’ retail and I 
can’t cell any ‘cordin’ to law. Ifone of you 
wantsto buy and takeit out you two can 
drink it and then pay One another your dime 
back.” 

“Oh, that’s it, eh? Then give mea quart 0’ 
beer,” said one, 

“And give me a quart too,” said the other. 

’‘Cordin’ to law, the bar tender sold two 
quarts where one would have done other- 
wire, 

THE CROWD DIMINISHES. 

Later in the day, the rush and jam was 
great. A constant stream of men was filing in 
and out of the beer room. Some would enter 
through the Kimball house, some through the 
liquor house and some through the door to the 
peer room direct. Two generally came 
together. One would havethe quart pitcher 
filled; and taking it by the handle carry it 
gently out, the other following close behind— 
a peculiar smile—such as a schoolboy 
wears when detected throwing a paper ball 
acrors the schoel room would play over their 
faces as they:encountered a friend probably 
bent on the same mission. With the pitchers 
the purchasers pats through the crowd inte 
the saloon proper. Here the counter was al- 
ways lined with men, who were holding 
glass and pitcher in hand. The best of humor 
prevailed. Noone was mad. No one thought 
of getting mad. The majority who drank did 
soonaccount of the novelty of the thing. 
They talked, joked and laughed. 

HOW THEY TALK ABOUT IT. 

‘This is prohibition on the hard shell,” said 
one. 

“It'g prohibition by the wholesale,” said 
another. 

“No, it ain’t. It’s prohibition by the quart,” 
said enother. 

“Well, 1 don’t care a darned what kind o’ 
probibition it is just so I get what 1 want,” 
putin another, 

In the Bonanzo, a hundred bright new tin 
cans each holding a quart, were arranged on a 


counter atthe end of the saloon. The cans 
were about six inches tall, and 
three inches across at the top. 
Jimmie McMahen, A), Bronck and 


Dave Hollis were behind thejcounter. A man 
who wanted beer would walk up tethe counter, 
pick up a tin can, walk across to the beer keg 
ard band ap his cup. The attendant would 
fill the cup and take the change, and the man 
with the cup would go off and driuk it.. Here, 
as in the Kimball, the best ol order provailed. 

The public generally, both prohis and aatis, 
has been anxious to know what started the 
fight, It is generally believed that it origin- 
atc d in the session of the executive committee 
of the Young Men’s prohibition clab which 
was held in Mr. Henry Hillyer’s office Friday 
at noon. An Atlantian who has a pretty large 
ear--an ear that hears everything—is author- 
ity for the following: 

THIS MAY HAVE BEEW THE CAUSE,

During the same afternoon Mr. Jones en- 
countered Mr. Martin, and asked: ~ 

* “Why are you doing this, Mr. Martin?” 

“Because I think it is right.” . 

‘“‘Have you the authority from the board of 
police commissioners to do so?” 

“No, sir, I have not, lam acting as a citi- 
zen. 

“Well, if you expect me to sanction officially 
what you are doing now you are n,” 
said Mr. Jones. 

“I don’t expect your sanction,” said Mr, 
Martin. , 

“You can put your mind at rest on that 
point,” said Mr. Jones, 

The dialogue was in good Aumor and with- 
out any display of bad feeling. 

WHAT MR. MARTIN SAID. 

While the fight was being conducted a Con- 

STITUTION reporter asked Mr. Martin: 


“Are you acting as police commissioner in. 


this matter?” 

“No, sir, Tam acting as a citizen who leves 
good order and law.” 

Yesterday, in discussing the affair, Mr, 
Jones said: 

“Had Captain English been here he would 
have acted differently. At least, judging by 
the past, he would.” 

“What would he have done?’ 

“Done what he has done before.” 

“What's that?” 

“Call a meeting ofthe board as its chair- 
man, and dojast what the majority ordered 
done. The majority would probably have 
ordered just what Mr. Martin did, but then it 
would have been done properly.” 

NOT YET TRIED. 

The case against Mr. Mabra, which was 
made in police court, was not tried yester- 
day. Judge Anderson passed the case to await 
the hearing of the injunction and the decission 
finally, Should the court grant the injanction 
permanently the case against Mr. . ra will 
be dismissed, as his conduct in selling liquor 
could not be construed as illegal. On the 
other hand should the injunction ve refused 
and his conduct be declared illegal he will be 
tried. 

No county licenses were transferred yester- 
day because those who want to buy are wait- 
ing to see the results of the present case. 

Mr. Charles Thorn, the grocer at 112 White- 
ball street, was a.~prominent prohibitionist. 
He was a member of the club, and worked 
day and night for the cause. When the bars 
closed Mr. Thorn found himself encumbered 
with a county license, and at ence began dis- 
posing of liquors under it. Yesterday, it is 
understood that he refused $4,000 for that li- 
cense. 

THE PROHIBITIONISTS EXPLAIN. 

The Young Men’s Prohibition club appears 
to have constituted itself first lientenantof the 
civil authorities in the effort to enforce pro- 
hibition. Interviews with several members.of 
the club yesterday developed about this state 
of affairs: 

No further efforts will be made to prevent 
the sale of liquor at the Kimball house and 
the Big Bonanza until Judge Ciark hears ar- 
gument in the injunction cases pending before 
him and decides them. If he decides against 
the legality of the transfer of the licenses,the 
prohibitionists will at onee take active steps 
‘to stop the sale. If, however, Judge Clark de- 
cides that the transfer is legal, then nothing 
will be done but to quietly await the expira- 
tion of the licenses. 

Mr. J, G. Thrower said last night: 

“TI wish the law to be obeyed. If the busi- 
ness being conducted under Mabra’s and 
Bronck’s licenses is legal, I am in favor of let- 
ting it alone until tho licenses expire.” 

THE LICENSE LAW, 

A CONSTITUPION reporter consulted a dozen 
different lawyers, : yesterday, relative to the 
law under which licenses to sell liquor by the 
quart are issued. They all agreed that there 
was such a law, but whether or not it per- 
mitted the business conducted under suchli- 
censes to be transferred from one place to an- 
other, they could not say. 

Regarding licenses to retail liquor, section 
1421 of the code declares: 

Such licenses do not authorize the persons to 
whom issued to retail at more than one place in 
the county, which place must be stated in the li- 
censre. Different licenses are necessary for differ- 
ent places. 

Regarding licenses to sellby the quart, the 
law is silent as totransfers. It has long been 
the custom of ordinaries and, boards of county 
commissioners to transfer such licenses from 
one place of business toanother. It is claim- 
ed that as the law does not declare that they 
shall not be transferred, it is not illegal to do 
£0. 

The injunction cases pending before Jadge 
Clark will probably cause the question to be 
settled for all time to come,

Under this phenomenal fight for the pennant the 
Seuthern jleague has t responsibilities. It 
may, by fair playing, and fair dealing, show the 
sport loving public a race that will be memorable 
in the annals of field es, and restore baseball 
to its highest popularity. It has all the conditions 
for a contes: that will center national interest, and 
bring the richest results to each club In the league 
if itis properly maneged. On the other hand, if 
there is handicappiug of one club at the expense 
of the cthers; if there is unfair treatment or doubt- 
ful methods; if there should be, as there was atthe 
close of last season, the throwing oc; games to one 
club inorder to defeat another, baseball will re- 
ceive its death-blow in the south, and will be 
classed hereafter with disreputable sport. 

{ gAtianta is prepared to take the penalty of her 
prominence. The champions of one season always 
fight at disadvantage the next season. There is an 
inevitable disgpsition to unite the weaker clubs 
against the stronger, and make common sympathy 
between the — against the victor; but the 
promotors of the league should see to it that this 
feeling does not become uncontrolible. We notice, 
for instance, thet every paper in a league city 
praises the players of every club except those of 
Atlanta. Two clubs play in a city. The local 
paper praises the yisitors as gentiemanly and hon- 
orable. The Atlantas come along and are de- 
nounced as brutes and scoundrels. This abuse of 
the Atlantas is copied throughout the circait until 
the impression is created that the players of 
all the other clubs are cherubs, while 
every player in the Atlanta club is 
a deep dyed villain. Now this if absurd. The 
players of the whole league were drawn from the 
seme tource, and are the same sort of men. There 
are good men in each club, and there are bad men 
in each Club, and they average up about the same. 
Atlanta is no better than the rest and she is no 
worre, and this invariable habit of greeting her 
eo as brutes. and bummers, while every other 
club is welcomed with mellifiaous praise, inspires 
doubt as to the sincerity of criticism, and the sug- 
gestion thatitis their emipence and not their 
wickedness that secures the Atlantas their abuse. 

If Atlanta can win the pennant fairly she ought 
to have it. Ifshe cannot win it fairly, we donot 
want to see her getit. Webelieve she has the best 
club in the league. We believe she can beat an 
club in the peaens, playing ballunder fair condi- 
tions; but if thisis not true, then we want to see 
her beaten, and the best club win the pennant. In 
the meantime we suggest to Atlanta audiences that 
the home team is entitled to theirsympathy and 
support. Ifthe club was behind in the race it 
would not deserve anything, butit is in the lead. 
It bas won its lea by hard pla » and 
held it by harder playing. t en- 
titled, therefore, to the hearty and earnest sympa- 
thy, and support of the Atlanta people, especiaily 
as there seems to be a disposition to band every- 
body else against it. 

The great Nashville club will arrive this morn- 
ing, and will querter at the Kimball house, The 
will play for the last time this season on the At- 
lanta grounds, beginning Monday, and play four 
games. Bittman, Dundon and Goldsby are with 
the team, and say that they intend to defeat the 
Atlantas if possible. It will be a great sight to 
witness the contests between the Atlanta cham- 
plone and the Nashyilles. Every lover of base- 

all should witness these final games between 
Nashvilleand Atlanta,as they will not have an- 
other opportunity this season, and the pennant 
may turn upon the success of these games.

AN OLD SOLDIBR WHO WAS AT 
THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 
Surgeon, Warrior, Priest and University Protessor— 
He Knew Marehal Ney—His Opinion of Na. 
poleot—Ney's Treachery —His Ordors to 
Prepare for an Attack— Waterloo, 
Rm rn ne eer 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
There is living within one hundred miles of 
Chicago a venerable man who in his day has 
been a surgeon, soldier, priest and university 
professor. He was a surgeon in the army of 
the First Napoleon, accompanied the emperor 
during the campaign against Russia and was 
present at the great conqueror’s downfall at 
Waterloo. Asa priest his history is of special 
interest to the Catholics and old settlers of 
Chicago, as he was the second man, Marquette 
being the first, to celebrate mass within the 
limits of this city. This man isthe Rev. Louis 
Joseph Neyron, ;rofessor of anatomy and 
medicine in the university of 
Notre Dame, near South Bend, 
Ind. Father Neyron is in his 96th year, but 
he shows none of the usual signs of advanced 
age. His intellect is as clear asit was fifty 
years ago, he does not use spectacles or a cane, 
is aserect as a soldier, and, in a word, is in 
complete control of all his faculties. During 
the commencement exercises of the university 
his appearance on the campus attracted the 
attention of hundreds of the visitors when 
some of the students made his identity known. 
He was walking up the shady avenue leading 
to the piazza of the main building attired ia 
his cassock and a black slouch hat, and was 
accompanied by a pet terrier that is his con- 
stant companion in his walks. Every one 
who saw him remarked his striking resem- 
blance to the pictures of Victor Hugo. He is 
above the medium height, has broad shoul- 
ders, surmounted by a large, well-shaped 
head, partially bald at the top and covered 
at the sides and back with flowing white 
locks. His beard is almost white. When he 
noticed that he was attracting attention he 
turned from the walk and went over to a 
fountain in the centre of the grounds, closely 
followad by the dog. The priestsatdown on 
the curbirg of the fountain,and at a signal 
fiom him the dog jumped into the water and 
began to swim about. 

Several well known Chicago people, accom- 
panied by a Tribune reporter, went over to 
talk to him. He said: ‘Myself and my 
friend Jack here are taking our morning 
stroll. Jack isasmart dog and is a terror to 
rate and snakes. He has a special fancy for 
catching enakes and shaking their heads 
off.”’ 

“Were you at the battle of Waterloo, 
father?’ some one inthe group abruptly ask- 
ed. 

The old man looked at the questioner a mo- 
ment and replied: “Well, now, who has been 
telling you about me? Yes, sir, I was at the 
battle of Waterloo, and I was there as a sol- 
dier.”’ 

‘You must be well advanced in years?” 

“Tam in my 96th year, but I have a brother 
in France who is several years older than my- 
self, and isn’t married yet, either.” 

A Tribune reporter sought the venerable 
priest in hisroom in the infirmary of the uni- 
versity: 

‘Won't you kindly favor me with some of 
your reminiscences of the First Napoleon, 
the campaign against Russia and the battle of 
Waterloo?” asked the scribe. 

“So you are a newspaper man,eh? Well, 
you must excuse me from talking at any length, 

for I have many times refused to be inter- 
viewed. Of what use can my stories and opin- 
ions be to the public? What you would'ask of 
me has all been recorded in history, and the 
nerrations or opinions of a poor old man sita- 
ated as I am would be of no use to any one,” 

“Did you know Marshal Ney personally?” 

“Indeed I did, to my sorrow.” 

‘““There must have been a great many stories 
afloat to the effect that Marshal Ney was nev- 
er executed, but was allowed to escape and 
that he came to settle in this country.” 

‘Yes, I have heard a story to that effect. It 
is as amusing asit is ridiculous. I am positive 
beyond any doubt that he was shot. I had 
comrades in some Of the companies of soldiers 
from which the detail of men was drawn for 
the execution. Depend uponit that, had the 
men to whom he said ‘My comarades, fire!’ 
been disposed to let him escape, .the English 
would have seen to it that they did not. 

“Did the soldiers sympathyze with Ney in 
his downfall ?” 

“If they did they indulged ina bit of false 
sentimentality. Ney was a traitor, nothing 
but a traitor, to his sovereign, to his country, 
his own honor, and the confiding soldiers 
whom he hoodwinked and voluntarily turned 
overto Napoleon to be slaughtered at the 
battle of Waterloo. He richly deserved his 
fate, and I don’t believe that the sad remnant 
of the worn-out army that he betrayed shed 
many tears over him,” 

NEY’S TREACHERY. 

‘‘Were you with Ney’s army when he turned 
it over to Napoleon?” 

“I was, and I well remember the day that 
Ney’s act of treachery took place. Ney’s and 
the straggling army of Napoleon met at Oloe 
bridge, better known at the time as the Bridge 
of the Holy Ghost. Napoleon’s army was en- 
camped a few miles from the bridge opposite 
our lines. The morning after our encampment 
we saw some flags of truce in advance of Na- 
peleon’s army, and it was then that the men 
first began to suspect Ney’s plans, but the sus- 
picions were not eyen whispered. Soon the 
flags disappeared, and Ney gave orders to pre- 
pare for an attack. We were prepared to attack 
and marched on to the bridge. When we reach- 
ed the opposite side of the bridge we noticed 
about a dozen men advancing from Napoleon’s 
army on herseback bearing flags of truce. Our 
army, which all told did not exceed 20,000 
men, came toa halt, Themen on horseback 
advanced and the center one of the group 
end tobe Napoleon himself. At sight of 

im Ney and his staff dismounted. Napoleon” 
also dismounted, and was warmly embraced 
by Ney and his officers. Of course a shout in 
honor of Napoleon went up from our ranks. 
Well, history has recorded the rest. We were 
forced to combine with Napoleon’s army of 
boys between the ages of 18 and 20 years and 
go on to Waterloo and defeat.” 

“Were you taken prisoner at Waterloo?” 
“Yes, although I might have escaped had I 
not stopped in my flight to attend to the 
wounds of an officer to whom I was much at- 
tached, Gen. Pupuno, As I was dashing 
along on my horse, dodging a storm of bullete, 
saw the General stretched upon the ground, 
bleeding from a fatal wound in the shoulder. 
I dismounted to dress the wound, and while I 
was doingsoasquad of Prossians came upon 
meand captured me. They stripped me of 
nearly all my clothing and what money I had 
and turned me over tothe English army,where 
there was a lack of surgeons, nearly all the 
English surgeons having deserted their post's. 
General Lorton was the commander of the diy- 
isicn towhich I was assigned, and I was treated 
by him and his army with the utmost kind- 
ness und gentlemanly courtesy. The general 
allowed me a stipend, and put none of the 
usual restrictions of prisoners of war upon 
me, When I was taken to Paris by the Eng- 
lish I found myself a complex prisoner, so to 
speak. I wasa prisoner of Louis XVIII, be- 
cause I was in Néy’s deserting army, and a 
prisoner of the English because I was taken 
while fighting them. However, the French 
minister of war knew that I was with Napole- 
on against my will, and he forthwith assigned 
me to duty as surgeon-in-chief to the First 
regiment of artillery. I went to report this 
arcsigument to the English general, and he 
positively refused to surrenderme. He said, 
with a good-natured laugh: ‘No, Neyron, you 
are our prisoner,and we need prisoners of 
your profession badly just now. Therefore, | 
will ehange the programme, I hereby order 
you sent to minister tothe surgical wants of 
the army at Calaisand Dankirk.’ It is neod- 
lers to say that the order was carriedout. In 
fact I neversaw the French minister of war 
again. The English allowed me double pay 
from the time of my involuntary assigament 
until I was discharged as a prisoner.” 

“How did it happen ‘that you becamea

mission ?” 

“In the year 1835 Bishop Brute,of Vincennes 
Ind., sent an appeal to the young priests 
of France asking such of them as the 
apostolic spirit to volunteer for the western 
missions, I or the appeal as a voice 
calling me from home to dothe work of my 
Master ina foreign land. So dida youn 
friend of mine, Father Shafer. We obtain 
leave from our bishop to join the American 
mission, and forthwith started to join Bishop 
Brute. I liked Bishop Brute, because, like 
myself, he had been a physician and surgeon 
before becoming a priest. In theearly spring 
of 1836:Father Shafer and arrived at 
Vincennes and were welco by the bishop. 
Father Shafer was forthwith sent to Chicago 
and myself to New Albany, Ind. 

MISSIONARY DUTY AND CHOLERA. 

But in one year, during 1836, Ihad been on 
missionary duty in nearly every part of Illi- 
nois, Indiana and part of Kentucky.+The rav- 
ages of the cholerain Kentucky rendered my 
services necessary there, and many poor vic- 
tims died in my arms while I was administer- 
ing the last sacraments to them. In 1837 Fath- 
er Shafer died and was buried somewhere in 
the village of Chicago. Bishop Brute sent me 
to succeed him, with the understanding that 
as soon as Bishop Rosati, of St. Louis, 
cent a priest to Chicago I was to 
report back at Vincennes. I was 
stationed at Chicago not quite five weeks 
when Father St. Cyr, of St Lonis, arrived 
there, having been sent to takecharge of the 
misgion by Bishop Rosati. Thus, you see I 
was the second pastor of the present great 
Catholic community of Chicago, not for a 
long time , it is true, bat I don’t think many 
people in Chicego know that I was ever 
pricst in charge there, the general impression 
prevailing that FatherSt. Cyr was the first 
priest who had charge of the mission. Svon 
after my return to Vincennes I went with the 
Right Rev. Bishop Odin, first bishop of Gal- 
veston, to the Texas mission, arriving in New 
Orleans Christmas day in 1837, and in Gal- 
veston new year’s day. After spending one 
year in Texas I returned, at the request of 
my bishop, to my first parish, New Albany, 
Ind, where I built the church of the Holy 
Trinity, and was pastor of Holy Trinity par- 
ish for twenty-seven years. I resigned the 
parish and came here twenty years ago on ac- 
count of the rheumatism, which I had con- 
tracted while traveling through the malarial 
swamps doing missionary duty. Soon after I 
eame here my rheumatism leftme, and I de- 
cided to remain here. I teach my medical 
class every day, and take great pleasure in 
doingso. I wouldn’t know what to do with 
myself unless I was actively engaged in some 
duty.” 

“What is your opinion of Napoleon [?” 

“He was the greatest soldier that ever lived.

What 
cause had he for making war upon the emper- 
or and people of Russia? No, the blood and 
bones of the Frenchmen whom he left lying 
on mountains, in valleys and roadways dur- 
ing that terrible winter march called to heay- 
en for vengeance, and brought down upon his 
head the bitter curses of sthe thousands of 
widows and orphans he had madein France, 
He had no consideration for the comfort of his 
soldiers—in fact he hadn’t for his own. He 
hai no care except for the advancement of his 
perronal glory. No, hissoldiers did not love 
him, duringand after the Russian campaign I 
mean; they detested and cursed him.” 

“Do you think he bad much religious feels 
ing in his composition?’ 

“He undoubtedly had. He was a strange 
being, a veritable mystery in himself. With 
a)l his ambitious scheming he never for a mo- 
ment forgot his daily religious training, and 
I don’t think he ever neglected to offer up a 
prayer of some sort morning and evening. He 
declared, when a prisoner on St. Helena, that 
the happiest day of his life was that upon 
which he made his first communion,”

A SOUTHERN DUEL. 


Tiow Clouds of Misfortune Hang for Years 
Over the Mason and McCarty Families, 
From the McDowell Bugle, Marion, N. C. 

In 1815, Armistead T, Mason, of Loudon 
county, Va., entered the senate of the United 
Statee—young, handsome, gifted, wealthy, 
with all his family prestige about him. He 
was also quick to anger and rather overbearing. 
When in the senate I believe he was the 
youngest member of that body. His father 
had been a United States senator before him, 
and was a nephew of the illustrious George 
Maron just mentioned. 

The McCartys were related, remotely in 
blood and closely in marriage, to the Masoas, 
the sister of this Armistead T. Mason having 
married William McCarty, afterward a 
member of the house of representatives. 
In 1820, when Mason been aboat 
four ycars in the senate, there arose 
between him and John M. McCarty, the 
prother of William, some difficulty of a politi- 
cal nature, which became more and more im- 
bittered by the influence of injudicial friends, 
until the usual result of such ‘‘difficultiesi’ in 
those days was reached, 

Mason had a young and devoted wife with 
one child, a pretty little boy but a few months 
old. Their home was called Selma, in the 
county of Loudon, John M. McCarty wasa 
brilliant young lawyer of the same county, 
and he was soon to be married to the lovely 
Lucinda Lee. When abontto start for the 
‘field of honor’ Mason persuaded his unsas- 
pecting wife to goon «visit to his mother, 
who lived at the old Mason homestead, Rasp- 
berry Plain, a few miles distant. All were in 
total ignorance of his intentions. He left 
with his physician a letter directed to my 
mother, asking her, in ease of his death, to go 
to hie wife and comfort her. 

They fought at Bladensburg. Magon fell at 
the first fire, and never spoke again. The old 
physician and my mother hastened to his 
young widow anddarling boy, and had the 
bard task of telling first the dreadful news, 
and transforming a world which held nothing 
but beauty and happiness for them inutoa 
dreary desert, scarce better than the grave. 
Weeks parsed, so overwhelming was her grief, 
before it became certain that she would re- 
gsin her senses, Scarcely less heartrending 
was the sorrow that bowed down the dead sen- 
ator’s fond mother.

We had hauled 
lumber to the meadow to build a fence, and 
the other day ‘the water got on a tare 
and overflowed, and the plank ani 
posts were floating aroand loose and @rifting 
to the current, and so Carl had to put on some 
old clothes and swim across and drag the 
plank to higher ground. Our foot logs and 
water gates have gone down the branch to the 
creek and down the creek to the river and 
down the river te the Gulf of Mexico. Joha 
Rowland sayshe reckons the rain will stop 
now that the elections are over, for the 
heavens were weeping for the lies that were 
told.
